Tbe Vonfedfratiou meeting. 
It is more natural than surprising 
that the proposed ad mission of this 
Colony into ibo Confodcralion ol 
Briiisb North America Bboald bo op- 
posed by prolc'SBcd .sccptios, unprc- 
pared or unwilling to become cohvorte 
to the popular lueasarp. ' O|)pohiiion 
is hcalihy; it Is as nocossnry to the 
woU being of the body poll lie an moat 
and drinii to ibo body corjioraio ; it in, 
in luet, llio true uud only i^pocitio 
wboruby llio lilu blood of progrosBivc 
reform is BlroDglhoi 0(1 ;.nd puritind j 
chocking abuBOB, prevciiling cxcobsob, 
and pointing out tbOBliouls and 
Bands on which iho Bhip of Hmo 
through over zualouB luid lasli iiuvi- 
gatioa would bo liublo to euiler ship-, 
wreck. The opposilion ut tho mooting 
of Monday night was focblo, and llio 

.rcsoiuiions were carried willi almoBl 
QUO voice ; yet would it bo madueaH to 
close our eyes to iho urgumenlB used 
against the extension of tho scheme to 
the west of the Booky Mountains, and 
if they fail to carry -weight when 
placed in the balance with the many 
advantages that this Colony will dc'< 
rive from becoming the western link 
oi the (ibain, tbey will at least cauHO 
na to avoid the lolly of again blindly 
confiding our interests in other hnnd.s, 
and to hesitate before wo conscM to 
any olher than " fair and cqiiilablo 
terms." It is supeifluous to travel 
again over the now well beaten truck, 
and 10 reiterate iho boneQis tiiat Uiis 
country will derive by tho pioposod 
change. It must bo too obvious to 
every thinking man that iho cxi-hango 
of ttlreoand liberal form of Gaverii- 
mont — ths Govern mont of tho people 
by iho people — lor tho hybrid coi Bii- 
tution wo now possuss ; tho absorplion 
of our Colonial debt, amounting to 
Borne 8150 per head, by ibe largo area 
of tho federal population ; the groat 
reduction of taxation by diepensing 
with an extravagant 'civil list ; tho 
sure and certain completion of tho 
great overland route, and tbe conso- 
quent influx of population and capital, 

. are blessings that will and can alono 
flow irom tho golden opportuuiiy now 

"within.; oar reach. On each of llieso 
heads tho speakers at the meeting 
spoke convincingly. Wo will llioro- 
foro confino ourHclvcs to some of tho 
arguments used hy the opponenlH of 
tho measure. And first for Mr BiHhop. 
That gentleman calL'd upon tho meet- 
ing to weigli the pros and cona well 
beloro giving its assent to tho schuine. 
To this there was no diasenl. lio 
reminded them of llio disa-strous coii- 
eequoncos of previous ha.siy and ill- 
advised legislation. In this all con- 
ocrred. Having delivered liiinsell of 
this specious little exhortulion, tho 
ratiocinative powers oi tbe learned 
gentleman 'were ezbausted,- and ho 
then bttboagbt him of the old clap.< 
trap cry oL*« Hudson Bay Company." 
Eero was a bugaboo that would 
Btartlo the auditory.

Encouraged b}' cries of " go it, 
BiBhop," " pilch it in," &c , tho speiikei' 
grew bold and warned tho iif()|du thai 
the whole bcliemo was a lludsiHi Hay 
moveiiiont, got up by iho (Joinpiuiy 
lor their cspocial agi;randiBuiiier)t, and 
that by making ouiselveB a party to 
it wo should only lot ourBelves into 
tho trap tiny were laying fur us, 
INow to all who liavo watched and arc 
conversant with the tnovcnient from 
its inception to the riieeling oi dele- 
gates and tho fiaming of tho (Quebec 
scheme, the absurdity of this insinu- 
ation must be too apparent. The 
Company, it is tru'>, might be enabled 
to dispose of tho I{ed Biver territory 
to advantage, but, on the other band, 
-would not the opening of the large 
section of country between this and 
Fort Garry to settlement be tho surest 
meanB of eirtictuuliy destroying the 
largo and profitable trade with the 
natives which lor ages han i)r(A'( d a 
iourco ot untold wealth to this aiiciiMit 
Corporation ? At ono time wo hoai- 
the Company accused of being ante- 
deluvian fossils, obhtruclivcH in tho 
way of all piogrcss and civiliziuion, 
BynipatbizerH with tho aboi iginiilB and 
ODeiniea to llic iipproiicl'. of tim wliiio rnui), 
whom limy ri'/'iuil us an intruder on llirir 
primeval privili'tis. Al iuioituT liinu, ln;- 
OCuu^o a chief lautor in llie eoinpany is buITi - 
ieo'Jy ixjuinded in his ideas lo movu o re- 
solotion ib favor oInationBlising Briliab North 
America from the Atlahtio lo the PucifiD, 
the opposite cry is raised, and one of the 
graodcBi and most progressive oonoepiions 
of modero timei ii pronounced *'a Hudson 
Bay eflalr." The next opponent was iMr 
YounR, who advancod nothing very cogent 
beyond a wholtHorno warning ugaliifll pre- 
Oipiluncy, and elaiing how IIil- Colony would 
have eecaped ita ()[i>Hi'ni iricubua hud Lia ad- 
vice on the 8ul)ject ol Union at any price 
been fjllowtd. 'l'h« Ke'iH^-'miiri iliKapprovcd 
gCDurally of ihueclunio, atui ot placing our- 
aelvea under the power ol Conadian poliii- 
olaus and oQioo deckers, but bis remarks 
wcro destitute of pith or argument. Tfae 



last opponent, Mr Fielier, usually a clear- 
headed epenkiir, confined hiinefilf chiefly to 
pointing oat tlio previous political blun<ler8 
that had been eommiiled in this Colony aud 
iho danger of ruihiug into nnotber. 'fhis 
was in a measure traveling over tha Barno 
ground as llioee who preceded bini, aud had 
this gontleiuan couGnccl himself to this Hoc 
of argumuot, and to po nting cut tho risk ot 
ioBiog tba valuable aid of tbe fleet at E.^qui- 
malt, it would have biaen all very well, but 
be exposed h|8 weakoeBB when be urged 
among other objeblioos that it would < bo 
diiiastefal to onr AmerioaD neighbors. No 
doubt America does covet British North 
America, but as ehe never can bo allowed t) 
have il, the beet thing we should iniugiiia for 
her iiitcri'sta would be the formation ol a 
separate and distinctivo power on her norlh- 
ein boundary with whom she could coottiict 
reciprocal commercial treaties that lued nut 
be intorru[ited by international diU'ercncea 
wiili other Kovcrnnipnld. A smell number 
ciin roaku a i^reat show of opposition in a 
public assembly, but if no more formidable 
uppoaition against the OoDfederatloo Bobe'me, 
ua applied to this Ouluny, can be brought 
to bear than what we have yet witnessed, its 
adoption on fair ond equitable terms may bo 
regarded as tbe almost unanimous desire oi 
the people of ibis section of tho Colony.

As 
the legal adviser ol ihe Crown has announced 
that expediency overrides all law, our readers 
may be euro lhat the cost of colloriion haa 
exceeded llio amount of rt venno realii'.eil. 
The cllflct of the system ban beta lo 
pariilyzo Irado by the annoyance to which il 
put business nicn. There can be iiu doulil 
thai sliould the sufl'eiera commence action:) 
against the Government, every penny illei;al" 
ly exacted must bo refunded. The Now 
Turifl, as published yebterday, has passed tho 
Ccunoil, and tbe colleotioo of duties under 
',be scale vrill commence as soon aa tbe Qot>- 
ernor'fi signaturo haa l)e('n obtained.

SiBinp, Hamley, IJall, Sanders, 
Crease, Fiai kljo, DtCoemos, O'Kcillv, 
Wood, Kobson, Trulub, Uelmckeo, Oox, 
Barnard, Birch, (preaidinR) 

IJod Pemborlon moved that the Governor 
be respectlully rtques ed to lay belori! the 
( noncd a siaiemeut of the debts due liy 
VaiiCouver Island and British Columbia, 
respectively, at ibe time of Uni n, and al o 
that all 6uea and fees fiom public depart- 
ments be paid into the Colonial Treasury. 
Carried. 

ORDER OP TlIK DAY. 

The bills to establish a standard ot wein;his 
and measures, aud to appropriate tbe sum of 
8566,659,80 lor tbe cootiogent service of 

181)7, were read a tbijd time and passe I. 
Tlie House then went into cnmrnilteo of 

wliole on itie bill relating to l^icunnes and 
ilireet taxes on persons, Hon Ball in tlie 
ctiair. 

Tbe several clauses were then passed with 
certain tecboical nmendmonts. A discu-sion 
aroso on tbe propriety of ioeertiog tbe penal- 
ty of imprisonment lor nonpayment of lines 

lev ed lor oflenceM ajiainst Ibe act, Hon 
IJelnicken oppo>ingi Tho amendment was 
lost on division, 11 to 9. 

Hon Uelmckeo obs rved that only one 
elected member had voted for the elause. 

Two messages f'om Hit Excellency tbe 
Governor referring to tbe proposed Tarifl. 
and the stlniinisiration of oaths, were releried 
to by the P.e-ident ; the latter was taken 
into coiihi ieralion by cornmilleo of the 
whole, Hon Cox in the chair, ft was then 
moved that the Committee do report progress, 
which was cairied, and tbe Comm nee on. 
iho Postal Bdl was then formed with hon 
Hull in ilie chair. Several amendments 
were then propo^ed. 

Hon R'jbson prnpnscd a uniform rain ol 
five cents on letlern lo and from ail sectioiis 
ofiheColooy. He Bald that miners miKbi 
not oljeot to payiug 25 oeois bb had been 
HiaU'd by honorable gentlemen, but Ihe cit- 
iZ!-nB in all parts of the (Iiiliny should bo 
Cdiisidereil and he belii-vcil Uml u low riite 
w(iul:l produce more revenue than a hi^b 
oiii'; hi;;li rales Caused evasiou of postage 
ullo;:eiher, 

Hon t-'ieuse said the present was a qneslion 
of levei.iie, the low rale might do with a 
large p(i()ulaiion, but under present circum- 
-taiiot's it was impussible ; the lower rale 
Wdulil not ufb'Ot till! nunib r ol k'tters sent 
iliroufzb ll'e I'unt Ollioe. He was in fiiv.ir 
ril II low rate, liui. uiiiler (■xisting circuin- 
Hlances il was not practicable. 

Hon Wulkein said that be bod ber-n mis- 
understood in reference to his siaii inent that 
miners would not object lo 2f} ceiitn poj|iii;e; 
he merely stated Ibai in n^leience lo a wii k- 
ly mull to CaiiliOi) so iinieb di^^ireil by iiiinirs, 
and if u regular weekly service cuiiUI bi; 
eslablished, ho lad no do..bt the miners 
would willingly pay 25 cents fur their letters; 
he was, howeTer, in favor of a five cent rate, 
pariiuulariy if the weekly service was not 
u itainuble. 

Hem Kobson— Miners don't write 'much; 
ihiee leuurs go up 10 Uarlboo for every one 
that comes down. 

Hon youlbgate supported the five ccni 
role; it was possible that the reverme inigbt 
^u^^er the first year, but ultimately it would 
be beneliled by a low rate. 

Ilnn Tiuicli supported tho increased rule 
in CumiiiiUee in orcler to secure a weekly 
ervice lo (Junbuo; wilh tbe double rale, 
the Government would have double tho pre- 
HBDt revenue, a|id would tbua be enabled tu 
secure the additional number of mails. 

Hon liireii was decidedly in favor of cheap 
p(j-.lif;i-; I'lit could not sc'i how it could be 
iiccoiiipli^lii^d a present, pariieularly in 
view (if tbe udditloniil oervices; he ooneeived, 
lioweviT, that Iho hniioraulu ineniljer lot- 
New Wosiminster must be wrong respect- 
inR the relatiyo Dumbdr of leflera lent. to and 
from Caiiboo; Ibo revenue would iiot admii 
ol a low rale al present. 

Hon llelnieken contendeil llnit tbu five 
cent ralo would equally secure the iiddiiioii- 
1.1 service if the proper alepa were taken. 
Uuriug the past year the express oonipa y 
bud nut carried the malls up with the high 
rates aa olteu as they might have done. 
Tiioy would have a weekly exjiress und r 
i>ny eirvuiiistuuues, and could carry the tnuil 
iti the saip.c limo if n qairud so to do. 

Hun Walkeiii — The express company only 
carry up the mail mutter according to con- 
tract, ttio oonsequuuee was that letters frn- 
qiiently lay in the New WoBtrainster post 
. liieu 8 or 10 days, whiob was a great bard- 
uhip to Iho inincra, 

ilun llulmekon supported a uniform rate of 
five cents; any scale Buoh ua that proposed 
by honorable Mr Ynunj; would only coropli* 
ottte the post oQloe regulationi, depreoat* 



ed any attempt to squeeze the last cent out 
of the uolortunate miners. ' 

Hon Birch could not underiitand how gen- 
tlemen advocalinu tho hifih rate in committee 
should turn round and support a low rate 
now. He conceived the Colony was not yet 
prepared for a low rate. 

Hon Robson contended that a low rtite of 
postage waa tbe surest way of raising a 
revenue, it waa a fallaay Ito! 8np|)08ef that 
hiuh rates were tbe beafj mciiDa;[of raising 
revenue. So fur aa the niider8'''Were' ooif- 
ceriied it would bo better to carry their 
letters for nothing. 

Hon Birch was at a loa-i to know where 
the members of Ihe select coniiniileo were, 
who had reuommendtd the b gh rate. 

Hon Trutoh was dalighled with the grace- 
ful manner'in which his colloagbes of the 
feleet cdinrnitlee hud turned round, and now 
eoiiiendi'd lot llie low rate. 

Hon CoA sujiported Ihe 25 oont rate and a 
weekly service; ho eonoeivod without the 
higher rate the additional eervicea would 
noi be obtained. 

Hon Wulkein feared, despite tbe pathetic 
speech ol the hon member lor New West- 
inioster, thdt a five cent rtito was not cdui- 
patible with a weekly service ; he inferr'jd. 
from what hud lalleii from the hon I'rosidenl 
ol the Council, thai Government had deter- 
mined on what rule should be charged. 

Hon Birch only opposed tba low rate in 
conKiilt ration of revenue, ha bad 00 deter- 
mintd coiuhe to pursue. 

Hon Walkein said a weekly mail wan 
necessary if even higher rales weio charged. 

Hon Young said a weekly mail was not iu- 
onsialcnt with a five cent rate; be believed 
that a low rate would produce a larger revenue 
ilian the higher one; double postage would 
not produce double tbe revenue, ho instanced 
the inciea-ied duties on opium, which abso^ 
lately prudnced less revenue ttian at the 
lower rate ol duty. cents on foreign 

letters coming into the Colony was allogeilier 
too much as the payment ol a five cent rate 
wnuld be by s tarn pa, tbe- loss of these would 
add considerable to the revenue. 

fiou O'Reilly was in favor of cheap post- 
age. 

The House then divided, when tho members 
were 12 to C in favor of a uniform po8ta,i;e 
of five cents on letters' and two cents on 
newspapers ibroughout tbe Colony. 

Tho bdl was then passed. 

Hiui Smith's motion for the abolition ol 
the Kuud Tolls then came up for considera- 
tion. 

Hun. Smith explained tho hard-'.iip 
and injustice of tlie Jinad Tulls, wliicb fell 
lieaviest on the pacdcirs, and were likely lo 
compel tliem to stop altogeiher ii not abol- 
ished wholly or in pari this year. 

Hon Barriaid. in seconding this motion 
said the Knad Tolls bore heavily on eve'V 
man in the upper country. Governor Doug- 
las had been appealed to in 1861, when he 
visited the eountiy above YuUi.and in cuusid- 
eraiiim ot u toll of one ceut being paid, 
ordered a trail to be made; this, however, 
did not meet ibe difficulty, and miners were 
cnnipelled to leave the ccuritry in conse- 
quence of the S"afcity ol iirovisions. He 
was again appeali'd l-> and vi.^iled Itio 
country, when ttiC present road was ujjrped 
10 in considerulion ol another cent beiuj; 
imposed. The road saved tho country, as 
miners w re autualiy on their way down, 
but obtaining a HUp()ly of pioyisions returned 
and develcped the C;irit>oii mines. The boats 
plying in the upper country paid tlie toll, 
i he completion ct the Yale road gave con- 
(idenoe to tbe people of ibat town, und 
'•nabled Ihem to overcome Ihe delays goiuls 
wiTu subjecled to by tho other route; there 
wus fr. qiienlly a delay of 40 to 50 days In 
the Iran-it hy tho portnces; husinojs men in 
Victoria compluined olSlOl) liceii-e, Ini t In 
Yale ten men had raised S80 UOO; 4 1 ,01)0 
niing paid for lolls in lhat town, nnd 
S38,000 at Clinton Puckers can only obtain 
cargoes on agreeing to pay tolls, which 
amounted to a lax of 12* per cent. The 
pioneur.s of Vale stru;;yled against lliedilli- 
colly, but this was not the only dillieulty 
they had to oontorid nguinst. The sleatrier.H 
only Wi lli up to Hope, u[id the fieiglit Irom 
Hope to Yale was $5 per Ion, they Induced 
ihe company lo send their [the company's] 
boats to Yule, hnt at an expense lo ihe 
people of Vale of 523 (100. The lulls pios.sed 
lieavily upon llieiii, and lo add lo their 
dilTieulties, llie hank was removed, iiiid the 
assi^Iaueo they formerly obtained by thi^' 
nic.i.is was now lo.-t to them. Ho was 
earnesily urged, by tbe people. of Yale, lo 
u:-e his best efforts tu have the tolls abolished 
as Ihe only means of saving them. The tax 
lulls iiiosl oppteHsividy on [lacker-i and toam- 
htrrn, who in many ciisea dn not ownihij 
cattle they drive, and those who own llie 
aoimoU caoDot raise money on them. Much 
of the money paid for tolls and duties has 
never been repaid to the puckers and prnb- 
iibly a lar^o portion may be lost einirdy. 
Hii-ineSH iiu'ii at Yale were o: ligej lo kicp 
.*.6O0 constantly in their sales lo pay fur 
tolls which would otherwi.so bo sent to tbei.' 
creiiiiors in Victoria. '1 he Hudson Bay 
Co.'s agent was Irequently unable to pay 
their tolls, so great wus tho drain upon tlum 
lor Ibis pnrposei The tolls, inclusive ul tin? 
!iridi;e ovrr llie Tlioiiipsoti, ainouriied lo 2')^ 
eenis, or about iji 1 per bbl on Hour; peiipiL- 
wrote these lucis to their friends, wlio would 
not come lo a country burdened with such 
iinpohts A great injustice was inflicted on 
people w o livu only twenty miles from 
Yale, who had to pay 1 cent per pound nn 
their cattle Iced ; tin: e.-ilim ile of S;80,(ll)0 made 
liy GoVL'ininent was a mistake uu Hour 
would l,e sen! oj) this year. He e^tiinuled 
the lu-is lo till! revdiU" cau-ed by the Hour 
and li:iCon prndiiceil in llie uppir country at 
.i?-il,000 on IliHir, anl $5,000 on b.ieoii, to- 
getlicr ft21) 01)0 ; ibe Rojd Tolls would only 
produce .si'il OOO Miis year. He propomil 
nil (lililion.d cent nil Ciittle. sheep, linr^-e^ anil 
a small toll on waj;on.i, the ani'-nnt wmi!-,! lie 
nearly made up, and the lio. id ToII.'J abolished 
by this means. Tho people of Yale had 
read the Onvertior's speech, and believed 
when he said he intended lo cqualizo taxa- 
tion, that he meant to lake otl' the lloiid 
Tolls. Il wus the only means of saving llie 
country Irom ruin. 

Hon. HeCosmos belii-ved the Uoad Toll.', 
were a real hurdshiri, but he did uol think 
the revenue was sufQoicntly sure of being col- 
lected to admit of Ihe Roud Tolls beinp; dis- 
peiiHi'd wilh. He should therefore move as 
1111 anu'iidiiient '■That tho Cnuncil Baiiicstly 
lecoinmenil His K.xei llency the GovLTnor to 
abolish the Itoad Tolls durinij the. fiicul 
year, provided itml the roeeipt.i of Keveiiiie 
will warrant the Executive ia making such 
reduction." 

Hon Helnickcn— The Hudson Bay Co. 
would only bo too hap;)y to see tho Road 
Tolls abolished, and liiHown opiiiinn was tliiit 
the sooner Iley wore repealed tho bolter, but 
ti-.ere was $20,000 or $30,000 of interest to bi 
paid, and there was no man in that liou-e 
could nay what Ihe revenue will be; the lioi 
ineiiiber lor Y.ilo Imil KU;^^o^iod a la.t on riio 
but be did not ibiiik that it would produce ihe 
iimciint iiaiiieil) II nn lulditicual rate was 
charged, the Ctiineso wjuUI use II lur in.'<Iead, 
und iieauo it would be mure likely to reduce 
than inctedse the revenue. Alihnugb ha 
wished tbo tolls could be abolished, he did 
not see bow it could be accomplished at 
present. 

Hon Birch was convinced that tbo tolls 
could not be dispensed with at. prcteDt. and 
us for pmting an a Idltionul tax on cattio and 

''beep II would aiiiiMini tu a prohibition. 
810 000 had bei^n spetit o i the roail; when 
tlu) Colony was in a position tho tolls would 
be abolished in part; if the lolls were abol- 
ished il would compel the Govermnont to 
shut up the rend, as they ouuld nut aflord lo 
keep up Ihe repairs. Tbe road byLillooet 
conld be ktpt in repair for two or throe bun- 
drcd dollars a year; Ibe one by Yale was very 
expcneivu and could not ^a dispeneed with 
at present. 

Hon Barnard had been twitted by b9n 



DeODsraos with being opposed loihu scIibuio 
introduced by hon members for Viotorfa, for 
tho reduction of tho Kstimaies. Now he 
would show how incoiKJ!3lerit (bat hon gen- 
llem;iu was. flail Ihe three advocates of le- 
ircnchriient had their own way, they would 
have reduced the lisiimates by !i725 000. 
Had the eleclivn members succeeded, ihey 
would have roduciid the Esiimatea by 
8lli845; but Ibis amount would huve-ibeen 
reduced by «o,800 for salary to a third 
Judge, and pay lo coiiBtables. 

Hon HoCosmos — Tho boo member for 
Yale is iiiislaken in his conclusions. He 
(lion DeCosiriuH) had sctod quite iiide[)end- 
enlly, and all Ibe menibi^rs on thiit side ol 
tho bouse had done the same; if l;o had been 
supported ho would have reduced tbo Kati- 
inalBS 875,000, ^ind so enabled them to take 
oQ llie Koad Tolls, but inasmuch as lion 
members mpporlcd tho Estimates, and olherx 
were unwilling to grant such ruduinioris, be 
bad rolinquislied bis proposal for reiluclioii a.s 
lie Haw il wuH impiis«ible toe Try it. 

Hon Heliackeu — Thu position taken by 
hia boo colleague was perl'ecily in accord- 
ance with wbut bad been previously stated 
by him, and bo (hon DcOosmos) was not re- 
i'poiiHible lor any votes that had been cast 
by other i urties.

Victoria 
had her muiiicipal taxes, which were quite 
beavy dnongh; he presumed Ibey would noi 
like ihiit lax exieiiitdl K Biitish Columbia.
